Oskaloosa, la., Jan. 25—Twenty-one 
j dead and eight terribly injured is the 
shocking record of a disaster at Lost 
Creek colliery yesterday afternoon, 
j 
The explosion occurred at noon and 
was what is known as a dust explo­ 
sion. 
The miners had Just fired tho r 
usual noon shots, one of which proved 
to be a fizzle. 
The burning powder 
Ignited the gas and the explosion fol­ 
lowed. Smoke and debris were blown 
out of the shaft 200 feet high. Part of 
the top works were tom away and the 
I fans and cages wore partially wrecked. 
This made the work of rescue very 
slow and it was 3 o'clock before vol- 
j unteer parties dared to venture Into 
the east entry where the explosion oc- 
’< curred. 
When they fought their way 
i In a horrible sight greeted them. The 
dead and injured wore terribly burned 
and mutilated, some of them almost 
beyond recognition. 
Fire, which it 
wa* at first feared would destroy the 
' entire mine. had broken out and this 
aided terror to the spectacle. 
The 
dames 
wore 
finally 
controlled 
and 
after several of the rescue party had 
succumbed to the fumes all the dead 
were found and carried to tho top of 
j the shaft. At the time of the explosion 
more than IOO men were In the mine. 
; but all those except the men in th* 
oast entry escaped with only alight 
j injury. 
The total property damage 
will be alinit $10,000. 
It was nearly 
0 o’clock last evening when the last 
of the deal was taken out and scenes 
of anguish among the families of the 
men were mos* pitiful. 
Nearly all of 
the men were married and leave fam­ 
ilies in poor circumstances. The mine 
la owned by the Lost Creek Fuel com­ 
pany of this city and has been In op­ 
eration about one year.

Railway earnings still fall to confirm 
bearish predictions, and the improve­ 
ment in th** ear situation in January 
docs not seem to have been at the 
expense of receipts. 
Clearings arc 
smaller than a year ago, because spec 
ulation is at a very low ebb, but die j 
tributlve trade is probably larger even 
than that of a year ago.

Washington. 
Jan. 
25.—Secretary 
Hay and Constantine Brun, the Dan­ 
ish minister yesterday signed the trea­ 
ty of cession of the Danish West In­ 
dies Islands from 
Denmark 
to 
the 
United States. 
The treaty will go 
to the senate at once for ratification. 
The Danish West Indies consist of 
three small islands lying to the south­ 
east of Porto Rico. 
St. Thomas has 
about 12,000 people and St. Croix 25,- 
000. St. John is the smallest and least 
Important. 
The new treaty is peculiar in that It 
will require action, not only by the 
senate and the Danish rigsdag, but by 
the United States house of representa­ 
tives aa well, since it will be necessary 
for the house to supply the needed ap­ 
propriation to defray the expense of 
purchase. 
It is regarded as a strong 
point by the framers of the treaty that 
the people of the Danish West Indian 
isuands are to have a voice in this 
question of cession. 
The treaty itself 
does not contain any reference to a 
plebescite, but the Danish government 
has given notice that before it ratifies 
the treaty it will submit the question 
of cession to the people of the Islands, j 
Not much objection is expected here 
from these people, as the treaty is so 
framed that they are not called on 
to surrender their Danish allegiance, 
and they may remain Danes in fact 
and In name while enjoying whatever 
advantages in a commercial way may 
result from a transfer of the islands 
to the United States. 
The plebescite 
will not be controlled in any sense by 
the United States. 
It is stated dis­ 
tinctly that the 
Danish government 
Itself will take steps to ascertain the 
Inclinations of the people of the Is­ 
lands before the 
final steps In ths 
transfer are taken. 


Will ( lear lo r y Island. 
Belfast, Jan. 25.—According to the 
Irish News an effort will be made to 
clear Tory Island (off the northwest 
coast of Ireland, county of Donegal), 
Wholesale ejectment papers have been 
served upon the Inhabitants of the 
island, who are chiefly fishermen and 
kelp gatherers and number about 300. 
They elect their own king and have 
not paid rent or taxes for many years 
past.

COM PANY’S KIGHT 


Ohio Supreme Court Gives Decision 
In B lacklist ( ase. 
Columbus. O., Jan. 25.—The syllabus 
of the supreme court’s decision in the 
case of the Nickel Plate railway vs. 
Frank Shaffer on appeal from the cir­ 
cuit court of Huron county. Involving 
the blacklist which was given out yes­ 
terday. sustains the railroad company. 
Shaffer was discharged by the rail­ 
road company for participating in a 
strike. 
He claimed that he could not I 
secure employment on any other road 
because the company refused to give 
him a certificate of service and he 
sued for damages 
The judgment of 
the circuit court in favor of Shaf­ 
fer was reversed by the supreme court, 
the ruling of which follows: 
“A master is under no legal obliga­ 
tions to give to his discharged servant 
a statement of his service and wheth­ 
er or not it was satisfactory, and a 
discharged railroad employe cannot 
maintain an action for damages against 
the company which discharged him 
for refusal to furnish him with a clear­ 
ance or statement of the record of his 
service, although he may have been 
unable to obtain other employment in 
consequence of such refusal by the 
company. 
“It is the right of every person, nat­ 
ural or artificial, to employ or refuse 
to employ in his business whomsoever 
he may wish and he cannot be called 
upon to answer for bls judgment In 
that regard by the public or individ­ 
uals, 
nor 
can 
the 
motives 
which 
prompt his action be considered. 
A 
railroad company may lawfully refuse 
to continue In its employ a person who 
has engaged in a strike affecting its 
interests, or who has shown himself 
to be negligent, incompetent. Ineffici­ 
ent or dishonest.”

Indianapolis, Jan. 25.—With the for­ 
mal ratification of the re-election of 
the officers of the United Mine Work­ 
ers of America following the final 
disposition of tho charges which had 
been preferred against the officers, the 
big convention is now getting down to 
the real business of the meeting. The 
committee on resolutions was the first 
committee called at yesterday after­ 
noon’s session, and the first resolution 
was one submitted by the Brazil (Ind.) 
miners denouncing the action of fed­ 
eral Judges for “the way in which they 
have used their power in governing by 
injunction, putting 
our officers and 
members in Jail for contempt of court 
and depriving us of our free speech." 
Though the committee concurred in 
the resolution, it was not adopted for 
the reason that 
President Mitchell 
asked the convention to defer action 
on such resolution until the resolution 
committee could i t s e l f prepare a reso­ 
lution touching “Government by In­ 
junction.” 
The convention refused to adopt a 
resolution providing that the United 
Mine 
Workers 
of 
America donate 
$1,000 to help build a monument to 
President McKinley. 
The resolution 
came from the Brazil (Iud.) miners, 
and w*as strong in its denunciation of 
anarchy and in Its expression of sor­ 
row at McKinley's assassination, and 
expressed the highest regard for his 
virtues. 
“We ought,” it said, “now by our 
action say to the lawless that though 
you have destroyed life, you cannot 
blot from the minds of a law-abiding 
people the memory of him whom you 
have destroyed.” 
Two or three delegates moved to 
table the motion, and although a stand­ 
ing vote had to be taken to decide the 
motion, It was carried.
